This time the coach is 
Tony Henderson, ex-

asa coach 

The use of young 
players at Blacktown is 
probably the principal 
reason why Blacktown 
has struggled in recent 
years. 

Blacktown City is lo- 
cated in a high 
lated area of S 
western suburbs and has 
Jong let it be known that 
it would develop and 
use its own local 
players. 

It has concentrated 
much finance into this 
laudable goal, with its 
youth teams always 
figuring high in the com- 
petition tables. 

Additionally. quite a 
number of its youth 
players have gone on to 
play in the City first 

team. Unfortunately 
the plan has not pro- 
duced the needed first 
team results, 

The prime reason is 
that young players. if 
they predominate in a 
team, will rarely pro- 
duce good results in a 
high level of soccer. 
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The facts are that 
young players are uswal- 
ly not as skilful as ma- 
ture players, not as 
strong, not as resilient, 
not as fit, nor as de- 
pendable, competitive. 
stable, committed, nor 
as knowledgeable. 


Young pla 
usually enth 
energetic and brave, but 
much more than that is 
needed to produce win- 
ning teams in top 
soccer. 

The appointment of 
Les Scheinflug three 
years ago to take charge 
of Blacktown City’s first 
team gave the club ac- 
cess to some of the best 
young players in the 
country. 

Many were national 
under 19 players, hand- 
picked by Les who knew 
them intimately as their 
national coach. 

Despite his great ex- 
perience and proven 
ability as a coach, they 
could not produce re- 
sults for him. 

“But they did for 
Frank Arok” some 
may say 

However, if you look 
at the staff at St George 
you will find that while 
there may be several 
young players in the 
team at a given time, 
they have always been 
backed up by experi- 
enced players of ex- 
ceptional ability. 

Mike Gibson. David

ka, David Ratcliffe. 
Mii Grbevski, Kevin 
Hagan, Scott 


Ollerenshaw, Craig 
Moffitt, Mike O'Shea 
— these players are ull 
internationals, excellent 
players who have been 
able to carry the ‘kids’ 
as Arok calls the youn- 
ger brigade whom he 
has kept introducing 
SELECTIVELY over 
recent years. 

Only this year, be- 
cause of injuries and de- 
fections, has Arok been 
unable to keep to his 
successful formula and 
he almost paid the 
price. 

For Blacktown, 
fortunate to escape re- 
legation last year, 1990 


has been another year 
facing almost certain re- 
legation. with too much 
youth in their first team 
and not-sufficient class 
to back it up. 

Even Paul Carter and 
Charlie Yankos were 
not sufficient to lift what 
was essentially a State 
League team playing in 
National League.

A police spokesman 
said that officers 
who were on duty dur- 
ing the disaster at Hill- 
sborough Stadium last 
April 15 were planning 
to sue Chief Constable 
Peter Wright as well 
the ground’s owners, 
Sheffield Wednesday 
Football Club. 

The disaster was 
caused by spectators 
pushing into an over- 
crowded section of the 
stadium a few minutes 
after the start of last 
year’s Football 
Association Cup semi- 
final clash between 
Liverpool and Notting- 
ham Forest. 


An interim report 
into the disaster last 
August said there was 
a lack of police control 
and rejected police 
assertions that blame 
should lie with fans 
arriving late and 
drunk. 


Lawyer Ian Walker; 
acting for the police 
officers, said: “These 
men and women have 
been deeply affected 
by what they saw.”

AFTER 28 years’ 
absence, Colombia 
returns to the 
World Cup with 
the intention of re- 
juvenating an im- 
age that has been 
opaqued by the 
wave of violence 
unravelled across 
the country. 

Colombia's qual- 
ification for the World 
Cup was the culmina- 
tion of a developing 
process that took many 
years of hard work, 
but reached its height 
when the war between 
the drug barons and 
the Government swad- 
dled its accomplish- 
ment. 

During its 28 years 
out of the World Cup, 
the soccer develop- 
ment in Colombia 
achieved a level that 
put its clubs and the 
national squad among 
the best in the conti- 
nent, mainly because 
of the efforts of Fran- 
cisco Maturana, a 
successful coach with 
Atletico Nacional de 
Medellin, the 1989 
Libertadores Cup 
champion, and the 
national team that 
qualified for Italy this 
year, 

However, Matur- 
ana’s work has suf- 
fered a serious setback 
because of the 
cancellation of the 
Colombian National 
League last November 
after a referee was 
assassinated, and the 
very limited prepara- 
tion of the Colombian 
squad since then, 
caused by the threats 
to the coach and some 
key players from the 
drug runners and 
gamblers involved with 
the soccer matches.
